plans take giant step 


BELLE GLADE-Plans for a 500- 

seat auditorium at Palm Beach 
Junior College-Glades campus took 
a giant step forward last week 
when the auditorium was included 
in the state legislature's budget for 
the coming fiscal year., 

State Representative Tom Lewis 
said the auditorium was one of 
three projects he and State Senator 
Philip Lewis had worked to include 
in the joint conference report. 

Lewis said some money had been 
cut off the original request but 
$586,747 had been earmarked for 
the Glades auditorium. Two other 
state grants coming to the local 
area include $946,000 for a health 
and social services center to be 
build behind the Glades Office 
Building and $150,000 for expan- 
sion of housing facilities at Glades 
Correctional Institution. 

‘The auditorium is being planned 
as a ‘community facility and Dr. 
Cecil Conley, provost of the Glades 
campus, said plans call for its use 
by the college, the city and any 
local groups which have a need for 
an auditorium. 

Lewis said Tuesday some op- 
position had developed "in 
legislative appropriations commit- 
tees, both in the senate and the 
house of representatives, but the 
auditorium would be in the réport 
to be presented to both houses, 


“We had to push like the devil 
for it," he said. "It seems like 
everybody has a ‘junior college 
Several of them still haven't 
developed „their permanent cam- 
puses afid they didn't want to hear 
about extra facilities. 

"(But) if it's approved by the 
legislature, we have the money and 
I can't see any reason why it 
shouldn't be approved," Lewis 
said. 

‘Lewis explained the process by 
saying that when it comes-to 
drawing up a budget, the house of 
representatives makes a budget 
while the senate draws up another 
one. "Each house rejects the 
other's proposed budget and we 
meet in a joint conference to draw 
up a compromige budget. Once 
that comes out of conference, it's 
approved by the two houses.” 

Asked the chances of the con- 
ference report being rejected by 
either of the two houses, Lewis 
recalled last year's legislature, 
when the report was rejectec and 
the legislators wound up mecting 
for another three weeks in an effort 
to come up with a budget 

"But that's not going to happen 
this year,” he said 

In another project Lewis has 
been working on for the past

BELLE GLADE ~ Tentative plans 
for an annual spring festival 
growing out of the city's 50th 
anniversary celebration were 
made last week and the annual 
celebration was named the Black 
Gold Jubilee in honor of the area's 
unique muck soil.

The name was chosen from 
several entries made during the 
contest, including such ideas as 
Salad Bowl Fling, Spring Jubilee, 
Belle -Glade Jubilee; Founders 
Day, Belle Glade Blowout, Custard 
Apple Festival and Harvest Bowl 
Festival. 

After some discussion, the com- 
mittee decided the Jubilee should 
take place during the last weekend 
in March and initially will take 
place on Friday night and all day 
Saturday.

Legislative session summed up 


Dear Friends: 

We are now approaching the last 
weeks of the 1978 legislative 
session and I would like to give you 
а rundown to date, on what we 
have been doing up here fot the 
past seven weeks. ; 

Incidentally, from our observan- 
ces, the earliest we will adjourn 
could be the last of May however, 
all indications are that we will go 
the full sixty.days and adjourn on 
June 2 as planned. Basically 
speaking, this has been a very 
quiet session but we expect that to 
come to a halt very shortly as we 
begin to wind up business here in 
the Capitol City. 

The budget, as in past years, is 
the top priority. Again this year, I 
was appointed to the conference 
committee by the Speaker and we 
have been working daily to settle 
the differences between the House 
and the Senate. 

As pointed out in my last 
newsletter, the total budget for 
fiscal year 78-79 is approximately 
$6 billion. The $6 billion is made up 
from 3 billion general revenue, and 
$3 billion from trust funds and 
federal funds. ; 

The difference between the 
House and the Senate is about $80 
million with the largest difference 
coming in the areas of Health and 
Rehabilitative Services and Educa- 
tion; We should reach, а compro- 
mise in conference by May 26. 

I am working diligently to keep 
the dollars appropriated that di- 
rectly effect my legislative district. 
I will be able to better identify 
these dollars as well as the final 
amount of money appropriated for 
the entire state, in my session 
wrap-up. The Speaker also assign- 
ed me to a conference committee to 
resolve tlie difference in the $138.5 
million Public Education, Capital 
Outlay funds. 

There are several pieces of 
legislation which I am sure many of 
you are vitally interested in and I 
appreciate your letters and phone 
calls expressing many of these 
concerns. The following is a brief 
outline on the status of a few of 
these bills: 

Workman's Compensation — be- 
cause of the magnitude of this 
problem, the House Commerce 
Committee has taken all of the bills 
relating to this subject and com- 
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bined them into a committee 
proposal, addressing the major 
points outlined in each bill. It is 


expected that before the end of the , 


session, a compromise will be 
worked out which will help: solve 
many of the problems and burdens 
placed upon many of you. I will 
support this proposal as long as 
there are no substantial changes, I 
feel we must decrease workman's 
compensation premiums. 

Coastal Zone Management — 
this is a very complex issue which 
haó passed the House and now 
awaits action by the Senate. 
Briefly; this legislation creates the 
Florida Coastal Management Act 
of 1978 and directs the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Regulation 
to submit an application for federa! 
funds. 

Covernmental Reorganization — 
this bill creates a Department of 
Labor which has caused quite a 
flare with the business industry.
